earth upon civil semes reform, revenue re- 
form, Custom Houss frauds, and all sorts ol 
changes of maladministration to defeat him; 
but with the odds still overwhelmingly in his 
favor. 
But let him back down from this 


"American case," at Geneva and he will be 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Against this dis- 


graceful and ignominious retreat from the true 
American position on these Alabama claims, 
with all the concessions they have agreed to, 
the glorious services of General Grant in the 
field of war and ia the field of diplomacy, in 
the work of reconstruction at homa and in the 
cause of peace at home and abroad, will not 
avail to save him from the wrath of an offended 
people. 


And upon tbis issue what would be the 


consequences following General Grant's de- 
feat? Conspicuous among them would be a 
war with.

LONDON, Feb. 6, 1873. 


There was no Parliamentary pageant in the 


streets or within doors in Ihe Ilouse of Lords 
on tbe occasion of the opening of the session 
to-day, the royal speech having been read by 
commission in the absence of Her Majesty tbe 
Queen. The attendance of members was 
unusually full, while the customary crowd of 
spectators, male and female, Was to be seen 
in the galleries and upon the floor of the 
House of Lords. 


Tbe announcement that Her Majesty, the 


Queen, wonld not be present in person, but 
would be represented by Lords Commission- 
ers, chilled the loyal ardor of Eaglish men 
and women, who otherwise would have 
thronged all 
tbe avennas leading to the 


Parliament House in order to obtain a sight 
of royalty when going to pay homage to 
the sovereignty of the people. 


The House of Commons had hardly been 


called to order, shortly after noon, when the 
Gentleman Usher of tbe Black Rod appeared, 
summoning the members of the popular body 
to the bar of the House of Lords. Hither they 
hastened in their own tumultuous fashion, so 
indecorous in tbe sight of strangers. They 
quieted at the bar of tbe Peers, and listened 
with some degree of order to the royal 
speech, which was read by Lord Chancellor 
Hatherly.

UKSC'KIPTIOX OF TFIE DISASTER. 


The steamer America was totally lost on tae 


morning of tne 23d of December, on her passage 
from liuenos Arres to Montevideo. The following 
Is a r'sumf of descriptions of the loss from several 
surviving passengers, and also from the chief Ea- 
gineer:— 


The America sailed from Bnenos Ayres on tin 


evening of the ZM of December, at the customaif 
uotir, taking 134 [.assemrers. Her company con- 
sisted or over rnirty persons, including captain, 
officers, crew and servants. Sue made her voyage 
without interruption until at half-past one o'clock 
on ihe morning of the i3d. wnen the Cerro (a well 
known point on the river) was discovered twelve or 
niief-u miles ahead.
